Old Garrard Courthouse 
To Undergo Renovations

The fiscal court passed a 
measure that will advertise 
for bids on renovations to the 
old Garrard County Court¬ 
house following the reloca¬ 
tion of the Property Value 
Administrators office. 

“The courthouse has some 
fairly substantial issues that 
are going to need to be ad¬ 
dressed,” Judge Executive 
John Wilson said. “We need 
to modernize.” 

The building has under¬ 
gone significant wear and 
tear since any prior renova¬ 
tions in the mid-70s, and 
with the newly constructed 
$11.8 million judicial center 
open next door, the age of the 
structure is all the more ap¬ 
parent. 

Plans may also make 
changes that would make 



the building more energy 
efficient and therefore less 
costly to run on a monthly 
basis, requiring less taxpayer 
dollars from the general fund 
to be paid to utilities. 

The annex, former office 
space for the circuit clerk, 
has been vacated. The PVA 
will move in to that area. 

Renovations to the upstairs 
have already begun, which

Lane Pleads Guilty To Theft 
From County Clerk’s Office

A former deputy in the 
Garrard County Clerk’s of¬ 
fice, indicted by a grand jury 
for allegedly taking more 
than $10,000 from the office 
in 2010, pleaded guilty to 
those charges on Friday. 

Elizabeth Lane of 867 
Richmond Road Loop, who 
ran a write-in campaign for 
clerk the same year, plead¬ 
ed guilty on one count of 


theft of more than $10,000 
and eight of the 16 charged 
counts of “knowingly enter¬ 
ing false, fraudulent, ille¬ 
gitimate or erroneous infor¬ 
mation into the automated 
vehicle registration and ti¬ 
tling system” while working 
as a deputy clerk. Counts 2 
through 8 were dismissed as 
part of her plea deal. 

County Clerk Stacy May 
first became aware of in¬ 
consistencies in the weekly 


reports in June of 2010 and 
contacted auditors. The audit 
of the clerk’s office for 2009 
was later released detailing 
the missing total of $19,961. 

Lane was fired from her 
job working in May’s office 
on June 24, 2010 after what 
Lane called a forced confes¬ 
sion recorded by May. May 
went on record as stating 
that an ongoing investigation 
began soon thereafter but 
added that the investigation 


prevented her from making 
any further comments on the 
matter. 

“I know that I did not do 
what they said I did,” Lane 
told the Central Record fol¬ 
lowing the charges. “I don’t 
claim to know who did. It is 
up to them to find that out. I 
just know that I didn’t do it.” 

Though the audit doesn’t

It has been a year since 
Garrard County completed 
the work on two of the routes 
in which road safety audits 
were performed. 

Two of the more 
hazardous roads in the 
county were selected for 
the Safety Circuit Rider for 
the Technology Transfer 
Program last August, which 
was designed to help make 
roads safer through the 
posting of signage. 

The Safety Circuit Rider 
for the Technology Transfer 
Program uses crash data to 
locate high-incident sites 
along roadways and assist 
communities in finding 
low-cost roadway-safety 
improvements. The Safety 
Circuit Rider works with 
local governments to remove 


fixed objects such as trees, 
brush, stumps, etc. and to 
install signage per Manual 
On Uniform Traffic Control 
Device guidelines. 

This free technical advice 
is helping communities 
across the state of Kentucky 
save lives every day. 

“It is really very 
interesting. Though the 
results we have received so 
far are only from a one- 
year period, they are very 
positive,” Judge Executive 
John Wilson said. 

On Fork Church Road, 
from 2005 to 2009 there 
were 19 crashes and 11 
injuries. From August 15, 
2011 to August 15, 2012, 
there were two crashes and 
one with injuries. 

The average per year 
from 2005 to 2009 is 3.8 
crashes per year. Two last 


year indicates a 47 percent 
reduction in crashes. 

On Harmons Lick Road, 
from 2005 to 2009 there 
were 8 crashes and 3 had 
injuries. The average per 
year from 2005 to 2009 was 
1.6 crashes per year. From 
August 1, 2011 to August 1, 
2012, there were no crashes 
and no injuries. 

The Safety Circuit 
Rider program is made 
possible through funding 
from the Federal Highway 
Administration - Kentucky 
in coordination with the 
Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet. 

“I would like to begin by 
stating that we are looking at 
a statistically small sample 
size of one year’s data,” 
Todd Morrison, P.E., with 
the Safety Circuit Rider with 
the Kentucky Transportation 


Center Technology Transfer 
Program, said. “Please keep 
that in mind as you look 
at these numbers. A better 
comparison will be in 2016, 
five years from when the 
improvements were made.” 

The economic value of the 
improvements is estimated 
at $14,517 per crash and 
comprehensive value of the 
improvements $1,094,528, 
according to Morrison. 

“Again we have made a 
lot of assumptions and we 
are looking at a small data 
set, but what if we are half 
wrong?” Morrison added, 
stating that the results would 
still be marvelous at that rate. 

While the free technical 
advice offered by the Safety 
Circuit Rider is available 
to every community across

Trip To The State Fair To See 
Garrard’s Photographic Talent

If want to really feel proud 
of Kentucky, there is no bet¬ 
ter way to reinforce that senti¬ 
ment than taking a trip to the 
Kentucky State Fair. 

There was a period, lasting 
over several decades, in my 
life when the year would have 
felt incomplete if I had been 
unable to make a two or three 
day trip to The Fair. I’ve slept 
in the cattle show area with 
friends who were showing 
champion dairy or beef cattle. 
I’ve even entered roosters in 
the chicken crowing contest 
which runs for several days. 

But I was much younger 
then. I gradually drifted into 
just making day trips and fi¬ 
nally into not going every 
year. Until last Friday, I hadn’t 
been to The Fair in five or six 
years so when we walked into 
the big West Hall foyer and 
immediately caught the fa¬ 
miliar smell of hay and all the 
other scents that combine into 
that wonderful aroma of live¬ 
stock in the barn, I felt a sense 
of deja vu and warm emotion 
wash over me. 

Loretta and I joined two of 
our Extension Agents and 6 of 
our friends and neighbors in a 
12 passenger van early Friday 
morning for a trip that was 
pure Kentucky from begin¬ 
ning to end. Instead of the in¬ 
terstate, we took scenic U. S. 
150 through Danville, Spring- 
field and Bardstown both 
ways. Turns out the route is 
just as quick as the big road 
and infinitely more interesting 
and enjoyable. 

First let me say that there is 
no way to take in everything 
in a single day trip. In fact, 
you can’t much more than 
scratch the surface unless you 
have far more energy and en¬ 
durance than yours truly. It’s 
wise to set priorities about 
your particular interests, find 
out where they are located 
in the huge sprawl of Free¬ 
dom Hall, Broadbent Arena 
and the rest of the Exposition 
Center and plan your route 
through the place accordingly. 


My own and Loretta’s spe¬ 
cial interest is all things 4-H, 
but most particularly, the pho¬ 
tography exhibit. Since the 
late nineties we have orga¬ 
nized and taught, along with a 
cadre of volunteers, a summer 
photography day camp for 
kids in Garrard County. We 
have seen numerous young¬ 
sters develop what will be a 
life-long love for photogra¬ 
phy.

I’ve never been around 
a group of kids so totally fo¬ 
cused on the task at hand, so 
eager to learn and so easy to 
teach. 

I felt like the pied piper. I 
always have a couple or three 
kids who stick to me like glue 
throughout the camp but this 
year I had to divide my time 
among a very demanding 
dozen. It is such an absolute 
joy to work with youngsters 
who are excited and dead- 
set on learning. It is a thrill 
beyond description to watch 
them grasp and master new 
technique and concepts. And 
this year it seemed to be hap¬ 
pening every ten minutes. 


So our first destination was 
Cloverville, the center of all 
things 4-H at The Fair. And 
there we discovered that sev¬ 
en of our kids as well as one 
young Garrard County lady, 
not in our day camp, had re¬ 
ceived Blue Awards (highest 
recognition)! Two other of 
our participants had received 
red and white (second and 
third highest). I don’t believe 
that any other county in the 
state even came close to hav¬ 
ing that number of kids re¬ 
ceive state level recognition. 

I wanted t pump my 

fist in the air and scream YES- 
SSSSSSSS! The only thing 
that would have made the way 
I felt more meaningful would 
have been having our girls 
with us at the exhibit.

Garrard County Habitat 
for Humanity remains are on 
stand-by at the 113 build site. 

The prospective homeowner 
is busy painting. It takes some 
time to paint a two-bedroom 
home with three coats of paint. 
The kitchen cabinetry is wait¬ 
ing patiently at 84 Lumber and 
will be delivered as soon as the 
kitchen paint is complete. The 
flooring is already on site also 
waiting for the completion 
of paint. Then the remaining 
tasks of final electric, plumb¬ 
ing and HVAC will have us 
done for the year. 

Henry Adam Byler and his 
assistant Nate are on hold for 
the driveway. He will have 
to decide how the small side 
porch will be ramped to the 
drive or if it is possible. The 
front porch is too high an el¬ 
evation from the street to make 
a ramp possible there and will 
need one step and perhaps two. 

We are encouraged from 
our funding agent, KHC, to 
make all homes sustainable 
living spaces, meaning that 
should a family ever need a 
handicap accessible home 
entry, it would already be in 
place. Ramps are not particu¬ 
larly harder to install than an 
ordinary sidewalk, just have 
be no greater a rise than one- 
inch per foot of length. So, a 
10-foot ramp cannot have a 
rise in elevation of more than 
ten inches. A greater elevation 
must have a greater length. 
However, if a house is 30-feet 
from the street and the drive¬ 
way is 20 feet long, leaving 10 
feet for the ramp with the el¬ 
evation greater than 30 inches 
(remember one inch per foot), 
the ramp will require a switch 
back of some sort, which is 
a greater problem, due to the 
space and greater expense.

Turner said, and she appre¬ 
ciates Farmers Bank and all 


who have donated. 

She especially mentioned 
James Bushnell who leased 
the building on Richmond 
Street to the arts council for 
$1 per year. 


Golf Course On Fire

at about $15,000. 

A public defender was ap¬ 
pointed on August 13 and a 
jury trial scheduled for Oct. 
4 at 8:30 a.m. 

Biggs has charges in Lin¬ 
coln and Pulaski counties 
and remains incarcerated in 
the Pulaski County Deten¬ 
tion Center under $15,000 in 
cash bonds. 

However he still has not 
been charged in the Casey 
County case and, according 
to Deputy Sheriff Freeman 


Luttrell, he has denied any 
involvement. 

Sheila Gregory, 42, Lan¬ 
caster, claims that she was 
beaten badly by Biggs. Al¬ 
though she does not remem¬ 
ber much due to the extent of 
the beating, she believes an 
argument between she and 
Biggs lead to the altercation. 

Gregory said that she was 
choked and a club was used 
on her but the actual beat¬ 
ing she does not recall. She 
doesn’t even know how long 
she lay on the side of the 
road before she was found by 
a female passerby who called 
the authorities. Gregory was 
flown to the University of 


Kentucky Medical Center in 
Lexington with injuries to 
her face and legs. 

Gregory and three other 
friends had hitched a ride 
with Biggs in Boyle County, 
she said. He was going to 
take them to Kings Mountain 
where Gregory had planned 
to stay for a while. But in¬ 
stead they ended up in a field 
where she said they went to 
swim in a creek. The next 
thing she knew she was on 
the roadside being tended to. 

“From the time I was beat¬ 
en, I was blank,” Gregory 
said in June. “I just don’t 
know. Maybe they drugged 
me.” 


Luttrell said that all but 
one of the interviews has 
been completed. And he 
is still waiting on Gregory 
to release her medical re¬ 
cords from the incident to 
the county attorney before 
he proceeds. Then he will 
present the evidence to the 
grand jury who must decide 
whether or not there is prob¬ 
able cause to bring charges 
against Biggs or anyone else 
that may have been involved. 

Luttrell declined to release 
any other names. 

Gregory could not be 
reached for further comment.

name Lane directly, it did 
state that an employee of 
the clerk’s office was able to 
conduct transactions for ve¬ 
hicle registrations and then 
later void all or part of the 
transactions. 

Through this process an 
employee in the clerk’s of¬ 
fice was able to total 170 
transaction alterations 
equalling more than $3,200 
and deposits being reduced 
in order to match up. The 
same activity in 2010 lead to 
717 more transaction altera¬ 
tions totalling $16,714. 

Lane’s guilty plea on 
Friday morning attaches 


a seven-year sentence for 
one count of theft of more 
than $10,000 and an addi¬ 
tional seven-year sentence 
for eight of the 16 charged 
counts of knowingly enter¬ 
ing false, fraudulent, ille¬ 
gitimate or erroneous infor¬ 
mation into the automated 
vehicle registration and ti¬ 
tling system.

will house the new office of 
the judge executive. Those 
renovations, coming in at a 
total cost of $5,000, were 
insignificant enough to for¬ 
go the bidding process. 

The court’s vote did ap¬ 
prove a bidding process 
for other renovations to the 
courthouse itself, including 
an expansion of the county- 
clerk office space and relo¬ 
cation of the Sheriff’s De¬ 
partment office. 

The cost of the reno¬ 


vations is estimated at 
$50,000 to $70,000, though 
the actual figures cannot be 
determined until bids are re¬ 
turned. 

The only issue left on 
the table by the court is 
whether or not the offices 
of the county attorney will 
also move to the annex, or 
whether they will continue 
to rent the office space cur¬ 
rently used from Jeff Moss. 

“Basically our issue is 
that renovating other por¬ 
tions of the annex to house 


the county attorney will 
cost more than $100,000,” 
Wilson told the court dur¬ 
ing a special meeting Mon¬ 
day afternoon. “Originally 
we had talked about break¬ 
ing this up into individual 
contracts, so we had some 
estimates made. We need to 
make some decisions.” 

The fiscal court did de¬ 
cide to hold off on the 
renovations to the annex, 
in favor of continuing to 
rent the current county- 
attorney space. The renova¬ 


tions would be much more 
extensive in order to meet 
the state requirements for 
county attorney offices. The 
current space rented was re¬ 
modeled with that purpose 
in mind. 

The courthouse is also 
leaking from the clock tow¬ 
er and taking on a substan¬ 
tial amount of water. Also 
the south wall is taking on a 
substantial amount of water 
and it is causing some pretty 
substantial damage.

contributed to Whittaker’s 
intoxication. The beer he 
purchased after spending 
about four hours at Maria¬ 
chi’s Mexican Restaurant 
in Lancaster drinking al¬ 
coholic beverages was still 
behind the seat. Although 
some of the cans of beer 
had been scattered due to 
the accident, it appeared 
none had been opened, ac¬ 
cording to one of the of¬ 
ficer’s deposition who was 
on the scene, Trooper Mi¬ 


chael Keeton. 

But others named in the 
civil suit filed in July 2011 
remain as parties Joel Row¬ 
land holds responsible for 
his parents’ death, THD 
Enterprises, LLC, dba 
Mariachi’s, H & D Com¬ 
pany LLC, Daniel Garcia, 
Thomas Garcia and Herl- 
berto Garcia, the owners of 
the local restaurant. 

The suit claims that Ma¬ 
riachi’s employees “knew 
or should have reasonably 
known that [Whittaker] was 


already intoxicated,” and 
that they “allowed, permit¬ 
ted and/or assisted [Whit¬ 
taker’s] exit from their 
business premises, while 
having knowledge of his in¬ 
toxication and his intended 
operation of an automobile. 

. .the defendants knew or 
should have known that 
[Whittaker]was a risk to 
himself and to others on the 
highway,” and they did not 
take “any steps to prevent 
the foreseeable accident 
that claimed the lives of 


[Joel Rowland’s] parents.” 

Whittaker pleaded guilty 
to two counts of murder 
on July 19, 2011. He was 
sentenced the next month 
to 20 years on each count 
to run concurrently and is 
currently incarcerated in 
Green River Correctional 
Complex in Central City, 
Kentucky. 

No hearing date has been 
set since the summary judg¬ 
ment decision was made on 
Aug. 13.

Cecil’s Pawn Shop 
Burglar Sentenced To 10 Years

Two of the three men in¬ 
volved in burglaries of lo¬ 
cal businesses last August 
have pleaded guilty to lesser 
charges and were sentenced 
this month. 

Tyler Roberts, 21, entered 
his plea of guilty in a Jes¬ 
samine County courtroom 
on July 30. His sentence of 
10 years, handed out on Au¬ 
gust 10 in Garrard County by 
Judge Hunter Daugherty, on 
the charge of a convicted fel¬ 
on in possession of a firearm, 
will run concurrently with 
the other 11 charges to which 
he was sentenced five years. 
Roberts will also have to pay 
restitution upon his release 
from prison. 

Most of the first-degree 
burglary and theft-by-un¬ 
lawful-taking charges were 
amended down to third- 


degree complicity charges, 
along with a second-degree 
arson charge that was amend¬ 
ed to complicity in the third- 
degree. Only one charge was 
dismissed, a convicted felon 
in possession of a firearm. 

Jeremiah Gregory who was 
18 at the time, was granted 
a five-year diversion, super¬ 
vised for two years, on two of 
the three counts levied against 
him, first-degree theft-by- 
unlawful taking amended 
to third-degree complicity 
charges. The burglary charge 
was dismissed. Restitution, 
which will be determined in 
a hearing on Aug. 31, will be 
begin with $50 a month pay¬ 
ments on Sept. 21. 

The third defendant, Wood- 
ey Embry, 20, has not taken a 
deal and remains scheduled 
for trial on Sept. 17. 

Roberts and Embry broke 
into Cecil’s Pawn Shop and 


Cobb Motorsports on north 
US 27 on August 15, 2011, 
and took more than $500 
worth of property from each 
business, including 40 fire¬ 
arms and large quantities 
of jewelry and coins from 
the pawn shop. Embry and 
Gregory were arrested on 
Aug. 17 and Roberts a cou¬ 
ple days later when police 
spotted him driving a stolen 
car in Madison County that 
was loaded with weapons 
tracked back to the pawn 
shop. Roberts and Embry 
were also charged with arson 
and tampering with physical 
evidence when they burned 
a Nissan Altima they stole 
from DMB Automotive in 
Nicholasville around the 
same time. A video of Rob¬ 
erts using a piece of wood to 
break into the business con¬ 
firmed the men’s identity. 


Grew Marijuana Near Pig Pen

Grand Jury Indicts 10

The Garrard County Grand 
Jury returned 10 indictments 
this month but also had to 
reschedule eight more cases 
for the September docket. 

Joseph Smith, 44, 2167 
Kennedy Bridge Road, is 
being held 
in the Lin¬ 
coln County 
Detention 
Center under 
bond set at 
$50,000 with 
charges of 
first-degree 
wanton en- 
dangerment and cultivating 
more than five marijuana 
plants facing him. 

According to the indict¬ 
ment, Smith fired a gun at 
another person that could 
have caused death or serious 
physical injury. 

The incident places Smith 
at risk of forfeiting a diver¬ 
sion agreement for a similar 
case back in 2008 when he 
allegedly pointed a gun at an¬ 
other individual but did not 
fire it. That diversion would 
have concluded in Novem¬ 
ber 2013. Neighbors verified 
for police at the time that 
Smith became angry when 
parties and loud music kept 
him awake at night. Smith 
and Jon White were charged 
with possession of drugs and 
paraphernalia and indicted in 
that case. 

Smith’s arraignment is set 
for Aug. 31. Kentucky State 
Police Trooper Eric Taylor 
appeared before the grand 
jury as the Commonwealth’s 
witness. 

According to the jail web¬ 
site, Smith has also been 
charged with fourth-degree 
assault in Lincoln County. 
Bond on that charge has been 
set at $1,000. 

The owner of two Lan¬ 
caster convenient stores, Us¬ 
man (John) M. Chapra, 28, 
4390 Clear¬ 
water Way 
#303, Lex¬ 
ington, has 
been directly 
indicted with 
eight counts 
of first-degree 
wanton en- 
dangerment, 
along with 
Carl W. McAllister, 40, 117 
Dickerson Court. 

According to Garrard 
County Deputy Sheriff 
James Napier, the men were 
drag racing on Camp Nelson 
Bridge on August 11 headed 
south into Garrard County 
when McAllister slammed 
into the back of a vehicle 
causing an accident that in¬ 


jured a woman inside. Sever¬ 
al witnesses stopped to give 
statements about what they 
saw, including the fact that 
the two vehicles passed in 
and out of traffic at high rates 
of speed during the race. 

The direct charges indicate 
that Chapra and McAllis¬ 
ter “wantonly placed [eight 
people] at substantial risk of 
death or serious physical in¬ 
jury” by their actions. 

Bail has been set at $2,500 
each with arraignments 
scheduled for Aug. 31. 

Robert Aldrich, 26, 402 
Stanford Street, indicted 
in July on unrelated charg¬ 
es, was indicted again this 
month for 
wanton en- 
dangerment 
and fleeing 
or evading 
police, both 
first-degree 
charges. Ac¬ 
cording to the 
indictment, Aldrich placed 
lives in danger when he fled 
from police in a motor ve¬ 
hicle on April 26. Chief Rod¬ 
ney Kidd appeared before 
the grand jury as the state’s 
witness and bail has been 
set at $5,000. July’s indict¬ 
ment stems from an incident 
on July 8 when Aldrich and 
Janey Cox allegedly stole a 
car and took it across state 
lines. They were located in 
Kansas. 

Tasha Adams, 30, 220 
Marksbury Ave., Apt. D2, 
faces a three-count direct 
indictment related to an inci¬ 
dent on Nov. 3, 2011, when 
Adams alleg¬ 
edly drove a 
vehicle while 
she was in- 
toxicated, 
wrecked and 
seriously in¬ 
jured three 
people in the 
process, one of which was 
her juvenile son. According 
to the investigating officer, 
Rick Shearer, Adams was 
traveling south on US 27 
just south of Lancaster when 
she crossed into the path of 
an oncoming vehicle hitting 
the car head on. Toxicology 
reports revealed that Adams’ 
blood-alcohol level was well 
beyond the limit at .15 per¬ 
cent and that she has had 
several DUI charges. All of 
the victims were transported 
to Ephraim McDowell Re¬ 
gional Medical Center in 
Danville for treatment. Ad¬ 
ams was arrested on Sunday 
and booked into the Lincoln 
County jail on Monday. Each 
of the assault charges is first 
degree and bail has been set 
at $10,000 in cash. A court 


appearance has been sched¬ 
uled for Sept. 6 at 1 p.m. 

A woman who fled from 
police on May 23 after al¬ 
legedly attempting to run 
over her boyfriend’s former 
girlfriend with her car has 
been indicted on two counts. 
Lakin Mulcahy, 40, 117 
Dickerson Court, has been 
charged with wanton en- 
dangerment 
and fleeing 
or evading 
police, both 
first-degree 
charges. Ac¬ 
cording to 
the arrest¬ 
ing officer, 

Mulcahy’s assault on Sa¬ 
mantha Denny was the result 
of an argument but Officer 
Rick Shearer didn’t catch 
her that night. He spotted 
her a couple of days later on 
the Public Square but she 
fled. Shearer caught her and 
her boyfriend, Derek Smith, 
on Old Davistown School 
Road when they ditched 
the vehicle and fled on foot. 
Smith has been charged with 
fourth-degree assault, a mis¬ 
demeanor charge, related to 
the same incident. Mulcahy’s 
bond has been set at 10,000 
in cash. 

A two-count indictment 
has been levied against four 
Nicholasville men who al¬ 
legedly intended to sell the 
methamphetamine they had 
in their possession on June 
19. Jeremy Ramsey, 26, 
and Jason Ramsey, 26, of 
212 Twin Acres, Jessie R. 
Adkins, 46, 817 Hickory 
Hill, and Jason H. Hens¬ 
ley, 145 Grinder Court, 
have each been charged with 
first-degree trafficking in 
a controlled substance and 
first-degree persistent felony 
offender. Each of the men 
has been convicted of felony 
offenses on at least two prior 
occasions. Bail has been set 
at $20,000 for each and ar¬ 
raignments scheduled for 
August 31.

The grand jury did not re¬ 
turn an indictment against 
Justin League in case #12-

Cecil’s Pawn Shop 
Burglar Sentenced To 10 Years

Two of the three men in¬ 
volved in burglaries of lo¬ 
cal businesses last August 
have pleaded guilty to lesser 
charges and were sentenced 
this month. 

Tyler Roberts, 21, entered 
his plea of guilty in a Jes¬ 
samine County courtroom 
on July 30. His sentence of 
10 years, handed out on Au¬ 
gust 10 in Garrard County by 
Judge Hunter Daugherty, on 
the charge of a convicted fel¬ 
on in possession of a firearm, 
will run concurrently with 
the other 11 charges to which 
he was sentenced five years. 
Roberts will also have to pay 
restitution upon his release 
from prison. 

Most of the first-degree 
burglary and theft-by-un¬ 
lawful-taking charges were 
amended down to third- 


degree complicity charges, 
along with a second-degree 
arson charge that was amend¬ 
ed to complicity in the third- 
degree. Only one charge was 
dismissed, a convicted felon 
in possession of a firearm. 

Jeremiah Gregory who was 
18 at the time, was granted 
a five-year diversion, super¬ 
vised for two years, on two of 
the three counts levied against 
him, first-degree theft-by- 
unlawful taking amended 
to third-degree complicity 
charges. The burglary charge 
was dismissed. Restitution, 
which will be determined in 
a hearing on Aug. 31, will be 
begin with $50 a month pay¬ 
ments on Sept. 21. 

The third defendant, Wood- 
ey Embry, 20, has not taken a 
deal and remains scheduled 
for trial on Sept. 17. 

Roberts and Embry broke 
into Cecil’s Pawn Shop and 


Cobb Motorsports on north 
US 27 on August 15, 2011, 
and took more than $500 
worth of property from each 
business, including 40 fire¬ 
arms and large quantities 
of jewelry and coins from 
the pawn shop. Embry and 
Gregory were arrested on 
Aug. 17 and Roberts a cou¬ 
ple days later when police 
spotted him driving a stolen 
car in Madison County that 
was loaded with weapons 
tracked back to the pawn 
shop. Roberts and Embry 
were also charged with arson 
and tampering with physical 
evidence when they burned 
a Nissan Altima they stole 
from DMB Automotive in 
Nicholasville around the 
same time. A video of Rob¬ 
erts using a piece of wood to 
break into the business con¬ 
firmed the men’s identity. 


Grew Marijuana Near Pig Pen

No assault charges were 
filed, according to the report. 
Deaton is not currently in¬ 
carcerated. 


Grand Jury Indicts 10

The Garrard County Grand 
Jury returned 10 indictments 
this month but also had to 
reschedule eight more cases 
for the September docket. 

Joseph Smith, 44, 2167 
Kennedy Bridge Road, is 
being held 
in the Lin¬ 
coln County 
Detention 
Center under 
bond set at 
$50,000 with 
charges of 
first-degree 
wanton en- 
dangerment and cultivating 
more than five marijuana 
plants facing him. 

According to the indict¬ 
ment, Smith fired a gun at 
another person that could 
have caused death or serious 
physical injury. 

The incident places Smith 
at risk of forfeiting a diver¬ 
sion agreement for a similar 
case back in 2008 when he 
allegedly pointed a gun at an¬ 
other individual but did not 
fire it. That diversion would 
have concluded in Novem¬ 
ber 2013. Neighbors verified 
for police at the time that 
Smith became angry when 
parties and loud music kept 
him awake at night. Smith 
and Jon White were charged 
with possession of drugs and 
paraphernalia and indicted in 
that case. 

Smith’s arraignment is set 
for Aug. 31. Kentucky State 
Police Trooper Eric Taylor 
appeared before the grand 
jury as the Commonwealth’s 
witness. 

According to the jail web¬ 
site, Smith has also been 
charged with fourth-degree 
assault in Lincoln County. 
Bond on that charge has been 
set at $1,000. 

The owner of two Lan¬ 
caster convenient stores, Us¬ 
man (John) M. Chapra, 28, 
4390 Clear¬ 
water Way 
#303, Lex¬ 
ington, has 
been directly 
indicted with 
eight counts 
of first-degree 
wanton en- 
dangerment, 
along with 
Carl W. McAllister, 40, 117 
Dickerson Court. 

According to Garrard 
County Deputy Sheriff 
James Napier, the men were 
drag racing on Camp Nelson 
Bridge on August 11 headed 
south into Garrard County 
when McAllister slammed 
into the back of a vehicle 
causing an accident that in¬ 


jured a woman inside. Sever¬ 
al witnesses stopped to give 
statements about what they 
saw, including the fact that 
the two vehicles passed in 
and out of traffic at high rates 
of speed during the race. 

The direct charges indicate 
that Chapra and McAllis¬ 
ter “wantonly placed [eight 
people] at substantial risk of 
death or serious physical in¬ 
jury” by their actions. 

Bail has been set at $2,500 
each with arraignments 
scheduled for Aug. 31. 

Robert Aldrich, 26, 402 
Stanford Street, indicted 
in July on unrelated charg¬ 
es, was indicted again this 
month for 
wanton en- 
dangerment 
and fleeing 
or evading 
police, both 
first-degree 
charges. Ac¬ 
cording to the 
indictment, Aldrich placed 
lives in danger when he fled 
from police in a motor ve¬ 
hicle on April 26. Chief Rod¬ 
ney Kidd appeared before 
the grand jury as the state’s 
witness and bail has been 
set at $5,000. July’s indict¬ 
ment stems from an incident 
on July 8 when Aldrich and 
Janey Cox allegedly stole a 
car and took it across state 
lines. They were located in 
Kansas. 

Tasha Adams, 30, 220 
Marksbury Ave., Apt. D2, 
faces a three-count direct 
indictment related to an inci¬ 
dent on Nov. 3, 2011, when 
Adams alleg¬ 
edly drove a 
vehicle while 
she was in- 
toxicated, 
wrecked and 
seriously in¬ 
jured three 
people in the 
process, one of which was 
her juvenile son. According 
to the investigating officer, 
Rick Shearer, Adams was 
traveling south on US 27 
just south of Lancaster when 
she crossed into the path of 
an oncoming vehicle hitting 
the car head on. Toxicology 
reports revealed that Adams’ 
blood-alcohol level was well 
beyond the limit at .15 per¬ 
cent and that she has had 
several DUI charges.

CRP Participants May Request Authorization to Conduct 
Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP Acres 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announces the opportunity for Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) participants to 
request authorization to conduct emergency haying or grazing on specific CRP acres. Eligible producers who are interested in 
applying for approval to conduct Emergency Haying or Grazing of CRP land located in Kentucky must request and obtain 
individual written approval from FSA before any haying or grazing starts. Participants will be assessed a 10 percent payment 
reduction on their annual rental payment for the acres actually hayed or grazed. 

Interested CRP participants are required to submit a request to FSA and obtain a modified conservation plan to hay and/or 
graze under emergency provisions. The same acres may not be hayed and grazed under the same emergency designation. 
Emergency haying or grazing is not allowed within 120 feet of any stream or water body. Specified portions of each field or 
contiguous fields must be left or grazed with limited stock for wildlife purposes. 

Emergency haying or grazing is restricted to specific practices that are 12 months past being determined as fully established by 
the agency. Participants shall not start any haying or grazing activity until individual written approval is received for the CRP 
contract request. Approved haying authorization will end not later than August 31 st. Approved grazing authorization will end 
not later than September 30th. 

To take advantage of the emergency haying and grazing provisions, approved participants can use the CRP acreage for their 
own livestock or may grant another livestock producer use of the CRP acreage for the purpose of haying or grazing. 

For more information and to request approval for emergency haying or grazing of CRP acres, contact the local FSA Service 
Center that administers the CRP contract. 

Opportunity for Continuous CRP Enrollment of Highly Erodible Cropland 

The USDA Farm Service Agency (FSA) announced that continuous sign-up for the Highly Erodible Land (HEL) Initiative under 
the Conservation Reserve Program (CRP) started on July 23, 2012. Kentucky received a total allocation of 39,400 acres to 
enroll in the HELI CRP program. Offers will be accepted until either the state acreage allocation limit is reached or September 
30, 2012 whichever occurs first. 

This initiative will accept offers with an erosion rate of at least 20 tons per acre per year for new cropland or CRP acres that 
expire on September 30, 2012; however, existing grass stands that are not considered expiring CRP will not be considered 
eligible for enrollment. Eligible cropland must also have a history of being cropped 4 out of 6 years, 2002 through 2007. 
Eligible CRP contracts set to expire on September 30, 2012, may be offered for consideration and approved contracts will 
become effective October 1,2012. The contract duration is also 10 years.

- Average retail gasoline 
prices in Kentucky have fall¬ 
en 4.0 cents per gallon in the 
past week, averaging $3.67/g 
yesterday. This compares 
with the national average 
that has increased 2.1 cents 
per gallon in the last week to 
$3.70/g, according to gaso¬ 
line price website Kentucky- 
GasPrices.com. 

Including the change in 
gas prices in Kentucky dur¬ 
ing the past week, prices 
yesterday were 21.0 cents per 
gallon higher than the same 
day one year ago and are 30.2 
cents per gallon higher than 
a month ago. The national 
average has increased 21.9 
cents per gallon during the 
last month and stands 11.8 
cents per gallon higher than 
this day one year ago. 

“The national average has 
finally begun to cool off after 
rising nearly every day since 
the start of July,” said Gas-

RICHMOND, Ky. - Ryan 
H. Hughes of the Lancast¬
